Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant's argument is not persuasive 
because Franaszek in view of Woodward teach or suggest representing a first end of a segment with a partition compression code word 
or a transparent mode command. For example, Franaszek suggests setting the first entry (i.e. first end of a segment) in the 
Compression Method List and setting etntry number to 1 [step 434, fig.4B and col.6, Ins. 14-21]. Further, in respond to the Applicant's 
argument that the Examiner did not specify the grounds of rejection for claims 17 and 20-22, the Examiner would like to point out that the 
ground of rejection for claims 1 7 and 20-22 can be found on page 6 of the Final Rejection on October 1 1 , 2005. However, there was a 
typo error. Therefore, claims 17 and 20-22 are rejected under U.S.C. 103(a) being unpatentable over Franaszek in view of Woodward, 
and further in view of SeroussL. 
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
